Somehow I never seem to have the opportunity to get 
into this branch of my family history, since I am so interested in 
the Cocke line, and have really very little time to devote to the 
study of families. I have been working on my Cocke line some fifteen 
years, and have quite a mass of well arranged data. My work is 
mostly original, and I go all over the state for it. 


If you have any data on the Tuckers, let me know, I 
believe that 1 know where I can find authentic information concerning

Dear lirs. Chapman: iin, = - 


My grandfather remembers practically nothing 
of his Tucker ancestry. Some years ago he cameinto an inheritance 
of some Tucker money through the assistance of Cousin Sam. Adams, 
but he does not know exactly its source. 


He tells me that his Eldridge na e came through 
Martha Rivers, and he was told that Eldridge was a family name 
of one of his grandfathers, like Tucker was another. He thinks 
maybe Martin Tucker's wife was Martha Rivers, and that she was 
a Miss Eldridge. I do not know of course, but I believe he is 
probably correct. In my last letter I told you that I thought I 
knew where I could find this information. 


Last February I went through the Prince George 
county tax books in the State Archives in the quest of some Cocke 
information, and in going through them I often noticed the name 
of Martin Tucker, and others of that surname. Also was if I am not 
in error the names of Eldridge and Rivers, and I believe there was 
a note in the far left hand margin of the book something to the 
effect that Tucker was given land through Rivers. I believe that 
if you will go through these books, land and personal, and copy 
all regarding these three families, and examine closely the transfer 
of the land to and from these parties, you will find something of 
much interest. I am of a one track mind when making researches. I can 
work but one line at a time, so have reserved for future work the 
task of going through these books for Tucker, Eldridge, and Rivers. 

I rather think that the references to Eldridge therein referred toy 
residents of another county, but who owned land in Prince George. 


I do not know when I shall ever find the opporturity 
of doing this work, so gladly give you the tip and hope you will see 
fit to undertake 1t and inform me of your findings, as I should rather 
not duplicate work of this nature when there is so much to do. I 
would have done this ere now, but account of business conditions have 
not fbund the resources necessary.

Your letter of recent date was not answered earlier 
due to the fact that I am have been so busy in a business way that. 
I simply heve not had the time to attend to genealogical mettors, 
besides, we were in an automobile accident, and this tied mv up 


for several weeks. > 
Recently whilst in the Archives of the State Librapgy, Za 
I found in the Henrico personal tax list for 1784, that Martin al 
Tucker was one of the tithes of William Randolph Estate. Martin 
Tucker would appear to have been the overseer. Of course I do 
not know whether Lucker was @ connection of the Randolphs or not - 
he may or may not have been. Then it is possible that ho may have 
named some of his children from the Randolphs due to this contact 
with the family. I called Mrs. Pollard'’s attention to this tax 
list, and if you have been there since my visit, she very probably 
has called your attention to it. There may have been other mention 
of Martin Tucker in those lists - I was working on one of my Cocke 
problems, and as my time was limited, could not follow it through. 


My grandfather states that it has always been the 
tradition in the family that there was a Randolph or Eldridge -~ < 
ancestress. I do not see how this tradition could have come from 
the Hughes side, though, one of grandfather's Hughes ancestor#'s 
wife is not knowm-. 


Martin Tucker is thought to have lived in Powhatan 
county. Certainly Martin Tucker, Jr., and his brothers did. Grand- 
father remembers them well. One of them went West, and he remembers 
his visit years ago to Virginia. Then, too, grandfather came into 
some money some fifty years ago from the Tucker estate in Powhatan. 
I think this was the estate of his uncle Tucker. Mr. Samuel G. 
Adams discovered this for him, and through hiv aid, grandfather 
obtained the money. I don't think that it was any great amount. 
Grandfather is now approaching the ninetys, and is not in very 
gga health, tho in perfect mind and memory - and his memory is 


the best in the county ~- regardless of age!

I am sorry that you failed to find the Rivera -. 
Tucker notes mentioned in one of my former letters. Have you 

looked through the Sussex county lists? I don't kmow where I 

saw it, but it could not have been any other than Prince George, 
Surry or Sussex. Then too, I may not be correct in this state~ 
ment, but still, I don't see how I could have gotten the impressimm. 
Sorry that I did not take a note of it at the time. Maybe it was 
something that simply suggested something else along this line. 


Grandfather has never heard of any Elam connection 
or relationship in any way. If you are ever up this way, it would 
be well for you to see my grandfather, who lives at Columbia, and 
whose name is Eldridge Tucker Hughes. He states that he wag 
named from two of his grandmother's. 


I am glad that you are enjoying my court notes. 
These will be published for an indefinate period from time to 
time. Dr. Swem asked for an instaliment for each of his issues 
this year, but I simple have not had the time to send them in. 

If in your searches you run across any Cocke data 
I should be very grateful to you for copies of it. I used to great 
advantage the notes you published sometime back that included a 
few Cocke notes.

I am so glad to learn that you are doing special 
research on the Tycker "amily. I sincerely hope that you will be able 
to trace back to Cyptain Wqliiam Tucker, Burgess during Virginia's earliest 
dayse 

I want to tell you about my part of the story. 
As seems in many families, our Old Bible, dating back to Colonial days, 
was burned in 1930. The names were a lin of William Tyckers. They were 
related to the Mallory family, and the Carter femily. The neme Diana 
Mallory Tucker was used several times, other branches of relations also 
used the name Diana. There were several Wilitam Mallory Tuckers, who 
are said to have been releted to the first William Majiory, There Wag a 
tradition that George Wythe, the Signer, was related to the Tuckers. 


Since the 91d Bible burned, | have nothing but an 


old cane, which belonged to my great grandfather, so I have always been told, 


six times removed. It bears the dete W. T-, 1702. Of course, the W. T. 
was William TUcker. The Tyckers, the line from whom I am descended, are 
thought to have come from the vicinity of Norfolk to Southside Virginia, 
then into Carolina. 

Please let me hear from you, telling me just what 
you think of this problem. I shell anxiously await any ideas that you 
may heve centered on. Tam indeed anxious+
